again concentrated upon Port Arthur 
owing to the receipt

sources of news that a general storm- 
ing -of. the fortifications there has 
begun. A few belated telegrams from 
General Stoessel, the commander at 
Port Arthur, published Tuesday after- 
noon, recording the repulse of the Jap- 
anese and continued attacks, strength- 
en confidence in the ability of the de- 
lenders to hold out despite the furious 
onslaughts being made on them. -The 
last attacks by the Japanese took 
place the night of Sept. 14, and was 
directed against redoubt No. 8, which 
protects the water supply of the city. 
The redoubt is about two miles beyond 
the line of permanent forts, and the 
attack upon this shows that the Jap- 
anese were not then within striking 
distance of the main fortress. Reports 
from SJianghai that some of the de- 
fenses had fallen into the hands of the 
•Japanese as a result of a general as- 
~sauTt"cHi Sept. 20 are not confirmed 
from Russian sources. 


The telegrams brought to Chefco by 


Prince Radziwill have not yet reached 
the war office. 
It is understood that 


these dispatches contain details of the 
landing of strong Japanese reinforce- 
ments at Ealny. which would tend lo 
confirm the belief that it is the inten- 
tion of the Japanese to storm the fort- 
ress and that the warships will prob- 
ably take part in this attack. 
In this 


event, Admiral Waren's division will 
doubtless go out and engage the Jap 
anese fleet.

General Kuropatkin announced only 
two days ago that there was not a 
single Japanese east of Bentsiaputzo.

it is asked, could General Kuroki, 


with 12,000 men, slip past General 
Rennenkampffs Cossacks and cross 
the Hun river near the Fushan coal 
mines 
30 miles east of 
Mukden. 


Fushan is situated on the Taitze river. 
The road is carefully watched by Gen- 
eral Kuropatkin's outposts between 
Mukden and 
Sintsintin. 
A 
strong 


guard has been placed at the Fushan 
mines, which General Kuropatkin will 
not give up without a struggle, as the 
loss of tlie mines would involve the 
cutting off of the coal supply for the 
whole of the 
Manchurian railway. 


Nevertheless, it is considered more 
than doubtful if General Kuropatkin 
will make a decisive stand south of 
Tie pass. 


Russia's Position on Contraband. 
St. Petersburg. Sept. 21.—Russia's 


position on the matter of contraband 
will be officially promulgated in the 
form of decisions of the 
admiralty 


court in the cases of the Calchas, 
Arabia and Allanton when they come 
i:p on appeal. Russia's position has 
been authoritatively stated to be: 
Russia does not desire to interfere 
with the United States' legitimate 
commerce with Japan, but she has 
the right to and must protect herself 
as far as possible against shipments 
which may aid the enemy in prosecut- 
ing the war.

ness, as the ordinance was designed to 
shut off pool playing, any games of 
chance and all slot machines and oth- 
er accessories to saloons that are pop- 
ularly reputed to 
he revenue pro- 


ducers. 


Green said he didn't care anything 


about that, but he insisted that the 
ordinance the mayor drew up was not 
legally dra\\n, in that it did net iren- 
tion the purpose to close saloons at 
S o'clock in its title, nor did it say 
anything about closing saloons at ali 
in the tit.le. 


Green got that ordinance knocked 


out and then the mayor came forward 
with another, in which he set the mat- 
ter forth in better shape, hut failed to 
name the town in which the ordinance 
was to become effective. It provided 
for the closing of the saloons and cne 
shutting off of all games of chance o* 
whatever variety, but it didn't say 
whether the saloons of Sunbury, Col- 
umbus or Newark were to be closed.
